2. Claims 1-14, 23-29, 31, 32 and 34-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of the limitation 
of the at least one fluid channel is defined by first and second substantially parallel side 
walls that are generally orthogonal to the first surface and first and second non-parallel 
end walls that are not orthogonal to the first surface. It is these limitations found in each 
of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior 
art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 23 is the inclusion of the limitation 
of the at least one fluid channel is defined by first and second side walls that are 
substantially perpendicular to the first major surface, and fist and second end walls that 
are not perpendicular to the first major surface. It is these limitations found in each of 
the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior 
art.

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 31 is the inclusion of the limitation 
of at least one fluid channel is defined at least in part by first generally curved end wall 
that is concave toward the first surface and away from the second surface. It is these 
limitations found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 42 is the inclusion of the limitation 
of the at least one fluid channel being further defined by first and second linear and 
substantially parallel side walls and first and second non-parallel end walls. It is these 
limitations found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art.
